Starving: ronditioii of a Colony 
ill Colorado. 

(Denver Dispatch in St.'Louis GI(J>ie— Deiiioi:rat.) 

Reports have reached Denver that a 
small colony of Russian refugees, who 
about a year ago settled on a strip of 
(!ov('rniii(Mit land near Krie, ('ol., aret' 
in a starving eondiiion and must be 
taken care of by charity. These people 
wert! driven out of Russia by the out 
rages inflicted by the Russian authori- 
ties upon all .Jewish subjects. 'J'hey 
landed at Castlo Garden about two 
years aco, and Ihrough the sujiposnd 
influeiuje of ci'rtain societies were in- 
duced to come to Colorado and settle. 
There were over 100 of them then, and 
their settlement was known as the 
Uotopaxi colony. The leaders of the 
colonization society proved to be un- 
scrupulous parties, however, and the 
briglit hopes of the refug(;(,'s were turn 
ed into the deepest despair. Instead 
of their being jilaced on lands, as re- 
presented, where they could till the 
soil and makoiprijicdinfortable living, 
their lands svern a Huge barren waste. 
The seeds planted ' failed to mature 
crops, the assistance [iromisod them 
did not come before a year had passed 
and the little colony, so hopeful at iirst, 
had dwindled to almost iiotjiing. Kinal- 
Iv all that remained of the colony were 
these eight families, about forty person.'! 
in all, and they located on more favnr 
able lands owned Ijy the governmoiil, 
jiear I'^rie. They have tried to get along, 
but have failed.

•A DIFFICULTY UNVEILED. 

It is tinio tiiat the real nature of the 
Metlukahtlu "difflouHy" should be under- 
stood by the public. There is a general 
inijireHKiou thnt the dispute is a clerical or 
semi-clericn! squnbbli', iiud no doubt relig- 
ious bickerings exist in that connnunity as 
elsewhere, but tli(> corruspoudence between 
. the superintendent of Indians and the Miit- 
lakahtla ludian.s, published iu our issue of 

■ the 28th February, shows that the dispute 
is a good deal more than an ecclesiastical 
squabble. AVe think it is easy, now, to 
exhibit, in a few words the real character 
of the« ^pute aiiil tu nx responsibility 
where it properly rests. This is necessary, 
as the facts have not been commuuicated to 
Ottawa, or Sir .Tohn Macdonnld, the super- 
inteudout general of Indians, would not 
have stated in liis lato report to the gover- 
nor-general that the disi)Ute arose from 
"dissensions between rival missionaries, " 
and was now ended. II ajipears from the 
above correspondence, and more particu- 
larly from the candid statements made by 
or on behalf of the Metlakahtla Indians, 
thnt there are two root-causes of the trou- 
ble. (1.) The want of appreciation by tlhj 
Indiana of the work of the Indian reserve 
commission. (2.) The attempt of the local 
Indian department to apply the Indian act 
to Metlakahtla. Sta'ted more shortly, inas 
much as the reserve commission is no long- 
er an iudopendent coiinuission, but under 
the Local Indian deparhnent, the whole 
iletlaltahtla tnnil.'le appears from the above 
correspondence to lie at the door of that 
department. The child, certu'iUy, has all 
the marks of it.s parentage. The distiiiet 
claim of the Indians in the above corres- 
pondence to what they call the "laud of 
their fathers," and so forth, reads like 
nonsense; but the claims we believe, is ex- 
actly what the British Colninbiau Indians 
everywhere have put forward in opening 
any discussions respecting their lands. 
Past reports before us show that, under 
these circumstances, the practice has been 
as follows : Until the Indians, after expla- 
nations and friendly conferences, themselves 
voluntarily consented to abandon exlrava- 
gant claims and accept existing facts as a 
basis of land adjustment, no attempt was 
made to adjust land questions. This pohey 
was nece^ry jn order to avoid such situa- 
tions as that oreated at Metlakahtla. Now, 
in the Metlakahtla case, the above corres- 
pondence shows that the Indians of that 
settlement are not yet iu a frame of mind 
in which any agreement as to their lauds is 
possible, though the local Indian dcpart- 
meut took upon itself some time ago to mark 
ofl' reserves for them. This i,s root-cause 
"number one. " Root-cause "number two" 
consists of a [nlo of blunders, built on this 
fundamental one. Por reasons of its own, 
or with the unreason of weakness, the local 
Indian departii.cui: reports the .Indians to 
Ottawa as "tv.rbnlont." It begs for an 
American wnrehip to coerce British subjects 
wjio simply aie complaining of /lepartment- 

■ al ' nets. A British warship, next, is em- 
ployed, and the superintendent mixes 
advice with menace in an address to the 
Indians from bchiuil a guard of marines. 
He talks of the strong arm of the Queen, 
and say.s he has au agent on board for them 
and the "ludiitn act." The people of Met- 
lakahtla. naturally, are irritated and alnriu- 
c<l by these insane i)roceeding8, They 
have not accepted the land adjtistmeut : 
they are not ready for the Indian act, and 
they do not like the Indian agent. In this 
we cannot say that they are wrong. The 
act IB unsuited in many respects to the 
^Indians of this country. We thought it 
was dead. Unsuited ns it is to th(i people 
generally, it is specially inapplicable to the 
vigorous though peculiar community of 
M(!tlaknhtla. Indiscretion could scarcely 
go further than to e-xhunio this dead ' act 
and convey it up the coast in a warship to 
be a])plied in "regulating" a land reserve, 
which the Indians do not appear to have 
accepted. Here is the Metlakahthi "diffi- 
culty" io, a nutshell— a simple bungle, from 
the ' conseqiiences of which the province 
should keep itaelf steadily free. We notice 



is not an uncertain card to play. .What 
itrbuld the American people themselres 
think if the Capitol of Washington went 
up Bome fine morning, or the free Ameri- 
can citizen was afraid to enter a railway 
station lest he should be presented with a 
through ticket ; .ind suppose it was fur- 
ther known that the men who did this 
work; plotted it in England, we .believe 
the American fleet would be got ready 
at twenty-four hours.' notice, and that' in- 
dignant stump speodies would be made 
from one end of the Union to the other ] 
Our American cousins have probably been 
disposed to treat a matter superciliously, 
which might have very grave results be- 
yond the control of either nation. The 
American press has boasted its intimate ac- 
quaintance with the dynamiter, interview- 
ed him, and liooized him as a sensation. 
All this might be in the way of business; 
but it did not particularly condemn the 
moral object he had in view. 
The American government has 
also known the dynamiter, and been 
acquainted with his intentions and proba- 
ably felt some misgivings concerning 
them. But the American governmont is 
80 clogged with party and politicians that 
it is very difficult for it to act when the 
Irish vote is concerned, and even when 
the executive has a proper sense of what 
ought to be done. As a matter of business, 
however, and in view of the representa- 
tions which will be made by the 
English government it ia likely the Amer- 
ican government will now be disposed to 
look after the men because that will bo 
the easiest way of preventing them from 
promoting the mischief they have in view, 
as it is useless to pretend that aniicablu 
relations can be preserved in dynamite. 
It is, moreover, unwise in any nation to 
ignore the manufacture of infernal nia- 
chines in its midst, as what has been found 
effective abroad, might possibly como to 
bo used in some difficulty at home, and it 
is possible to forsee some difficulties of 
this nature even in the United States. 
Some of the Parnellite leaders on Friday 
in tlie house of commons affected to de- 
nounce the use of explosives as calculated 
to work injury to tlio cause of Ireland, and 
they are right. Both Parnell and his 
pirly after being very leniently dealt with 
are no doubt rosponaiblo indirectly for 
the very thing which they pretend to con- 
demn. There are-some other phases of 
this question which it is, perhaps, prema- 
ture and not pleasant to touch on, and 
the development of which may be safely 
left to the telegraph dispatches. The use 
of dynamite aa a means of enforcing poli- 
tical views on a government will jjrobably 
be universally denounced by civilized na- 
tions and the dynamiter will come to be 
haunted like a mad dog. 



The Contract .System. 

To TUB EniTOh: — Your article in yes - 
terday's paper in regard to the resolution 
I moved in tlip municipal council, to liave 
the corporation work done by contract, ia 
not in accordance with facts. Wheroin 
you state, that a large majority was op- 
posed to the resolution, councillors J. 
Robertson and McKillican did not vote 
against it, but expressed themselves to me 
in favor of it. These two councillors 
with Coun. McUuUoch and myself make 
four against the live that voted against 
it, leaving in reality only one of a major- 
ity instead of a large majority against as 
you have stated. 

And I may say in conclusion that I 
have every reason to believe that the rate- 
payeraaro decidedly in favorof the contract 
system being carried out, and not to have 
a repetition of the way the work was done 
last year by having the city revenue 
si|uandsred in day's work and presenting 
at the end of the year but little tangible 
in shape of public benefit. It is true 
the contract system may not suit those 
that have "axes to grind," but they 
should grind their axes at their own and 
not the public expense.

SAn Frakcisco, Feb. 28.— Toward the 

close of last week and up to this writing, 
considerable No. I white has been pur- 
chased for immediate shipment at not over 
§1.00 per cental. The Liverpool market 
gives no signs of improvement, but im 
porters have confidence in the future 
and before vessels reach foreign markets 
prices may bo considerably improved. It ia 
■reasonable to expect that from this time, 
until the now crops is insight agood busi- 
ness will not betransacted, especially if the 
present current rates prevail. The price 
is fully 2^ cents lower than it was a week 
ago. The demand for milling has only 
been moderately fair at a slight advance 
buyers only supplying actual wants. Ex- 
ports of wheat for the week endiJig Febu- 
ary '25th wore 24,G29 centals valued at 
.S43,00O. Trausiictions on call during the 
week under review have been light. 

More chartering has been done during 
the week than for some time. The list 
comprises thirty-three ships of 44,098 
tons with a carrying capacity of Gtj.CMX) 
tons. The amount of tonnage under en- 
gagement to load wheat at this port is 
41,250 tons against ;10,700 at the corres- 
ponding date of last year being a decrease 
of 1.550 tons. The amount of disengaged 
tons in port ii 142,035, against 39,700 at 
the same time in 1883,ahowingan increase 
of 102,300 tons. During tlie week two 
largo woodon sliip.s iiave been chartered 
for Cork at ;!Os.,tivo iron ships at 35a. and 
one at Ilos. Cd. 

The (lour market ia rather quiet and 
prices arc in buyers' favor. Stocks of in- 
ferior brands are liberal and fully equal 
to the demand. Large shipmento have 
been made during the week to Great Brit- 
ain, Central America and other foreign 
ports. 

NEW N. P. H. RATES. 
Mv. niiiir Tells all About Tliein. 

In an interview with an Oregoiiian re- 
porter, Mr. .lolin Muir, Superintendent 
of traffic of the N. P. railroad, said: 

"In order to onrreot the inconsistencies 
which have been found in the plan in 
operation for the past few months, on and 
after to-morrow we adopt the uesv tariti'. 
First, to Pacific coast ports the rates will 
remain the same as heretofore. Second, 
to nitorior points, instead of the open 
traffic rates which have heretofore boon in 
force, the through rates will bo formed by 
adding to the so-called contract rates to 
Portland ai-bitnry charges which aru 
somewhat le.ss than the average of the 
local charges from Portland. This will 
accomplish a double purpose. It will 
permit the Portland merchants to com- 
pete for interior business, and at the same 
time permit merchants in the east to com- 
pete for the same trade. In this manner 
the inland merchant has the choice of an 
eastern or western market for the 
same class of goods. In this 
connection it may be proper to state 
that the company has had in cotjtempla- 
tion a reduction in the local rate.'i, which 
was to have been put in force at the end 
of the present year; but in view of mak- 
ing the changes from the east to interior 
points, it has been decided to anticipate 
the time, and a reduction of 10 per cent, 
on all classes of freight, whether origin- 
ating on the Pacific coast or coming from 
the cast, will take effect to-morrow, ap- 
plying from Portland to all points east, 
reached via the 0. It. & N. Company und 
aa.far as Missoula on the Northern. Paci- 
fic railroad. This will enable Portland 
aliippors at tliia time to obtain a stronger 
hold upon the valuable business which is 
about to bo developed by the opening of 
the Cieur d'Alone mines.

THE DYNAMITE QUESTION. 

The continued attempts to destroy life 
and property inTSngland, by certain per- 
sons resident in or citizens of the United 
States, which have not altogether been 
unsiicccssful, naturally tends to an' in- 
creased feeling of irritation in the ininda 
of the English people towards that coun- 
try. This is not unatural ; but it muat 
be remembered that this is the very object 
of the dynamiter, and the very thing 
that both nations really nish to 
Avoid, The people of the United States, 
who are well acquainted with the peculi- 
arities of the dynamiters, would certainly 
be the last, from a commercial point of 
view, to wish to be involved in trouble on 
their account. This may appear a remote 
contingency ; but the tide of events is 
not to bo trusted, and if you allow p3ople 
who throw dynamite out of your own into 
your neighbor's garden to destroy his 
greenhouse, he must sooner or later re- 
sent it on natural principles. It ia dif- 
ficult to say whether the American gov- 
ernment; have under-rated the object of 
these men or not ; the avowed one of ter- 
rorizing 'Ihe En|;iisli people is childisli ;

entirely to the want of skill in the apro- 
priato varying of the supply according to 
times and seasoiia . The London grocers 
and purveyors arc somewhat astonislied 
at tho idea of these two ladies — to whom, 
of course, they bow with obsequious smile 
at first — alighting from their handsomo 
conveyance only to leave samples and sue 
for orders, instead of commanding the 
handsome BUpplies they expected: but 
then tho propositions made are so profit- 
able, the conditions so advantageous, tliat 
even the grocer's stifl' mind unbends, and 
ho is forced to accept the possibility of 
admitting a woman into the transactions 
of a business so intricate, ao .<»pricious in 
its results as his own. —Grocers' Gazette.

TniNKiTAT, Mitrch 1. — Ou Thiirsiluy night 
Gen. Gralmni's expedition •encninpeil «pur 
Fort Bilker. Tbe troops wore nil asaenibled 
before sunset, except the sisty-flftb regi- 
ment, which ftrrived nt 8 n.m. Friday. The 
forces, about 4,000 ;itrong, formed in an ob- 
long Kfiniire, tlie front anil rear being long- 
er the Hides. The (iordon llighlandeiK 
formed the lulvance with two gatling giin.s 
and one gardinier in the riglit eoriior and 
four gardinier.s and one galling in the left 
corner. The 88tb regiment fornn.'d (ui tlu^ 
right hand side of the siniare: the lilaek 
Watch regiment in the rear. Tbe leiiglh of 
the front waK 350 feet yards. The buzzars 
acted ns scouts, advancing in a semi- 
circle a thousand yards ahearl aud 
covering the front and flanks of the main 
force. Tlie troops advanced over the 
sand knolls and shrubs for a mile from 
Fort Baker along the Teb road when tho 
^bels opened fire with Iloniingtoii ritlus. 
Theritngewas so long thut tho shoots 
proved ineiTcctivo. Tlie rebela in swarns 
reached the high ground in front and nn 
the flanks of the British army . Thoy re- 
tired slowly aa tlio Engli.sh advanced, 
keeping about 1200 yard.s distant. Thu 
main body of th« English with tho cavalry 
followed covoriiig the rear upon tho left 
and forming in thoir line.s, Uistant 1)00 
yards from the main body of the army. 
At 0.30 o'clock, tlio gunboat fired from 
Trinkitatjbut the Blieils burst a mile short 
tho enemy's position, Tiic cavalry and 
mounted infantry advanced on the loft to 
touch the rebels, who moved ohliiiuely 
though not indisposed to Gglit. The in- 
fantry continued advancing steadily. Two 
or three timfS a halt was made tti allow 
tlie sailors and nrtilloiymen dragging the 
guns, to rest. The road toward Teb was 
studded with huiidrods of corpses of 
Babor Paaha's fugitives filling the air witli 
pollution and around which swarms of 
carrions birds hcvored. After advancing 
three miles from t;liu earth works tlio 
rebela cameiii sight. Thoir guns were 
mounted and standard.') Hying. 

Therebel'K fire had almost ceased oi^copt 
on the extreme riglil and left. The Brit 
ith stepped forth as if on holiday parade, 
bagpipes playing and the Highlanders 
footing cheerfully. They advanced till 
within 800 yards of the rebels' position, 
where stood an old sugar mill surround- 
ed by lumber and huts and where two 
guns were situated. Hero a halt was or- 
dered and the scouts rejoined the cavalry. 
Neither forces seemed disposed to open 
fire. At last ''Attention 1" was called, 
whereupon the rebels seeing the British 
movement began tho battle with shells 
'fromaKrtipp gun which passed wildly 
over the sijuare. The next shots were 
aimed with groat accuracy and the shots 
fell close to tho iJritiah and wounded sev- 
eral. Tho rebels maintained a rattling 
fusilade with small arms. 'As shots in- 
creased ambulance sugeons were fully oc- 
cupied. The English advanced steadily in 
the square without tuieasinoss from the 
rebel's fire. till tlioy had p.ia8ed north of 
the rebels' wgrjfs. At this point apiece 
of, shell w'tJunded Baker Pasha and -0 
men wore hit. After an eeholoii of a 1,000 
yards a halt was ordered and the men wore 
directed to lie down. It was now noon. 
The day was clear and tho wind dispersed 
the smoke of the rebeift' fire disclosing the 
rebels' movements. Then the British 
opened fire with guns and Martini rifles, 
causing the rebels' fire to rapidly slacken 
and almost cease. At this moment tho 
bugles again sounded an advance. Tho 
troops rose, wheeled in tho centre of the 
square and approached the rebels' works, 
^e rebels were in no military order, but 
were scattered here and there so us to 
take advantage of abunUnnt cover which 
the ground afforded. They clung to their 
position with a desperate tenacity. There 
were 2,000 rebels directly in front, wliilo 
many hundreds hung around tho sides of 
the square. As, the British moved f»r 
ward the advanced rebels, armed with 
apearti and huge cross-hiltod swords, rose 
within 200 yards of the advancing lines 
and rushed against tho British at break- 
neck speed, heedless ' and fearless of 
death. Tho rebels fell right and left, 
though some of tho brave fellows reached 
within a few paces of tho square. None 
of thom bolted. They only fell Ijuck 
suddenly when they were forced. Hav- 
ing cleared the ground in front with their 
Martini riileH, tho British attacked the 
fort. Col. Burnuby was the first to 
mount the parapet, firing- a. -double-bar- 
reled shot gun into thu enemy around the 
works. - The rebels fought with furious 



energy, and a frightful melee of bayonets 
and spears took place. At last the 
British gained possession of the fort. 
They captured two Krupp guns and at 
once turned them against the enemy, 
but " the Arabs still contested every 
inch. They would not submit to bo driven 
cfT. They could only be killed. The British 
next directed their attention to the older old 
sugar mill, a brick building eantaiuiug an 
iron boiler. This they stormed aud snc- 
cedod in dislodging 200 rebels, who leai)ed 
forth aud eharge<l from every opening. 

At one o'clock, after an hour of intense 
fighting, the rebels gave way aud bolted 
outright. The Gatling guns nud Martini 
ritlos had caused great havoc. 

The British 3><ir8ued^,the rebels as they 
fell back, and advanced as far aa 
tbe fresh water wells of Teb, 
whsro tho rebels made tlieir last stand. 
The i^heika who advanced ompty-hunded 
to show that thoy bore charmed lives 
wore stricken down with bayonet thrusts. 
Tho Uighlandora carried tho ne.xt earth- 
works, capturing three guns. At the end 
of four hours' hard fighting tho British 
gained possession of tho rebel camp 
of huts and ths cavalry on the right 
tlank charged the retreating rebels who 
did not halt, but met the troopers who 
rode among them, giving blow for blow. 
A splendid display of lieroism was made 
three mounted rebela. They resolutely 
maintained their ground against the 
shock of two cavalry charges. In the 
third charge they were cut down, but not 
before they had killed several men and 
wounded 0(d. Harrow with their spears. 
Tiie enemy retired aulleidy and in conso 
(|uencc the British kept up their firing 
for a long time after tho fortunes of the 
day had been decided, flen. Graham de- 
cided to remain at the wells of Teb (ui 
Friday night, llis intention is to continue | 
tho advance to Tokar on Saturday morn- > 
ing. More fighting is anticipated. The | 
spoils taken from Baker Pasha wore I 
in a largo measure recovered. |

There is a distinct railroad popul.ation 
that ia constantly growing.

In 
these pockets are a comb, a brush, a tooth 
brush, shaving-bruab, aoap-box, pair of 
razor cases, nail-brush, whisk broom, 
hand glaas and cologne bottle.

Graham 
has been ordered to send a Aag of truce 
to the rebels to demand their surrender 
or that they retire, and if thoy do not 
comply with tho demand, to attack them." 

A despatch just received sayn: Gen. 
Graham sent a flag of truce to the rebels, 
warning theUi to disperse. He admonishes 
thom of tho risks they run by opposing 
Her British Majesty's troops advance. 
He also informs them of the concilia- 
tory Gordon mossago. It ia generally 
believed the rebels will not bo deterred 
by this, and that the British advance will 
take place to-day. It is now understood 
that Orabam has telegraphed the govern- 
ment, pointing out the poaaibilily of 
a satisfactory settlement being effected 
with Oaman Digmn without bloodshed. 

Cairo, March 1. — General Gordon's 
proclamation, as telegraphed, has caused 
a sensation. No demands for the dispatch 
of troops to Khartoum have reached here. 
It is generally believed either that Gen. 
(Jordon'a object ia tu frighten the nati- 
ves into submission, or that the telegram 
has been niutilatcp in transit.

The bill 
ia in tho form of an amendment to the 
liquor chapter 9th State code. lU es- 
sential' part is aa follows: Wherever the 
words "intoxicating liquors" occur in the 
chapter tho aame shall bo construed to 
mean alcohol, ale, wine and beer, spiritu- 
ousj vinous and malt liquors, and all in- 
toxicating liquors whatovor; and no per- 
son shall manufacture for sale, or sell, or 
keep for sale us bererage, any intoxicat- 
ing liquora whatovor, including ale, wine, 
and beer; and tho same provisions and 
penalties now in force, relating to intoxi- 
cating liquora, shall in like manner be 
held and construed to apply to violations 
of this act, and the manufacture, sale or 
keeping with intent to soil, or keeping or 
establishing a place for the sale of ale, 
wine and beer, and all other intoxicating 
liquors whatever. The bill will bo 
brought up ill tho Senate on Tuesday, 
where there is a [irohibition majority of 
24, and will doubtless bo passed.

"There ia no engine of dcatruction 
known to humanity to-cliiy doing more 
diimage than the popular little 'cigarette,' 
said Mr. J. M, Lallin, the athlete, to u 
Sun reporter. The reporter., thereupon 
questioned Mr. Laflin,, and, Jbji^ talked 
something as follows:. , . '-tj^yir.';-, ' 

Fifteen years ago, itt|%S'kc&.5'Sf 
man named Bedorvlslan,. nianumclurcd 
the first Aniericiin cic;arettc. He began 
with only six: women assistutit.'s. An 
American cigarette \va,B a. uovoity, and 
attracted cbnaidorable,(.'attention. But 
Bederviaian lacked capital, and liia cigar- 
ette manufactory soon ceased to exist. 

Two yeara later, in 1871, Francis S. 
Kcnnoy began the manufacture of cigar- 
ettes. Having ample capital, ho entered 
into' the field tu .stay, and the Kinney 
Brother.') to day employ nea'rly a tluui.sand 
operatives, a Uirge proportion of them be- 
ting women. They are paid by piece 
' work, and, while few can earn §7 a week, 
many earn from $1.50 to §2 a week.- 

Alfred Oznnne was for a while a rival 
of Kennoy, but he sonn disappeared, and 
of late years the cigarette liu-iinesa has 
been practically in the hands of only 
three funis — the Kennoy Brothers of 
New York, T. F. Allen & Co., of Rich- 
mond, and VVm. S. Kimball & Co., of 
Rochester. 

Some idea of the magnitude of the 
business can be formed from tlie fact that 
in 1882 nearly 000,000,000 cigarettes were 
manufiicturod in this country, of which 
New Yi.fk City furnished 44,092,807. 

One hundred and eighty two difl'orent 
brands of cigarettes, have been manufac- 
tured in fifteen years. Of these seventy- 
one have had their day. The nomencla- 
ture has ccorciaeil a great deal of ingenu- 
ity, but there i.s moi e variety in the names 
than in the tobacco. One sort of tob.icco 
' has been known to supply the material 
for sixteen difl'orent brands. 

There have been comparatively few nov- 
elties or iuiproveuients iiitrnducetl indie 
manufacture of cigarettes. The original 
American cigarettes had nuiuthpieces, in 
imitation uf the European article. Mouth- 
pieces have been made of glass, cork and 
husks, but the vaat majority of cigarettes 
have no mouthpieces. Cigarettes with 
mouthpieces sold originally for twenty 
cents a package. Now, witlK)Ut niouth- 
piecea, tliey retail at ton cents a package. 

It is asserted that the tobacco used in 
the manufacturing of the cheapest known 
cigars is of u butter grade than that used 
in the raanufueture of the moat popular 
cigarettes. The tobacco used in cigar- 
ettes is adulterated with saltpetre, to pre- 
vent the tobacco from niouldirig. The 
ell'eet of the introduction of saltpetre into 
the human system is said by medical men 
to be highly uijurious to the vital fiuic- 
tions. The oil of the paper used for cig- 
arette* wrappars has been pronounced 
more pernicious in itself than even the oil 
of tobacco. The paper wrappers, contrary 
to the usual rule with burning paper, 
burn white. This is caused by their be- 
ing previously subjected to the iiction of 
acids and chemical agents. 

The vast majority of cigarette snuikers 
are boys from the agea of six to eighteen 
years; 3-0 ung clerks, messenger bjys, 
students in schools and colleges, and the 
like. Since the introduction of the Am- 
erican cigarettes the number uf smokers 
has enormously increased, ■ and the in- 
crease has been chiolly in the younger 
portion of. the community. 

In regard to the results of c-igurettc smok- 
ing, physicians nay it aft'ec-ts the functions 
of the stouiaoli, especially in the young. 
It has a teiideiicY to increase tlu> uetion of 
■ the heart, causing palpitatiiiii. Jt is the 
frntiful source (if iiuligrstiMii. It lias a de- 
cided teiulcuc.v to pKulucc cutarrh in the 
head. This, it is said, un-ises from the 
fact that a cigarette, lu iiig in\icli shurter 
thnu a eigar, mure of the smokf I'uuls its 
way into the mouth and niifial organs, a 
very much larger percentage of smoke being 
inhaled by the smoker from a cigarette than 
from a eigar. Cigarette smoking, it is 
averred, lia.s also a decidi-d Icndeiiey to pi-o- 
duce asthma, and ri'iuler the .system, more 
liable to atlaeks of pnuinnoiiia and lironehi- 
tis. In its fit'ecis upnii the iiL^rvous .system 
cigarette sumking is said to be in the high- 
est degree periiieious, botli directly and in- 
directly. It ilestroys healthy appetite for 
solid food, and liy the oxpoctoratiou it 
prodtices leads to a morbid craving for 
drink. hijnvy or destruction of the nerves 
of the eyes, it is alleged, has been, in hun- 
dreds of instances, produced by cigarettc 
smoking. 

The fulloviiig letter from a prominent 
physician of Brooklyn sums tip stuue of the 
views thai doctors take of cigarette smoking; 

"If one couldstdecl a iiue. healthy boy of 
twelve to tifteeii years of iige, well known 
for his line phyiiiiiiic, even disposition and 
great strength, ami start him in his career 
as a grelit smoker under the observant eye 
of the public, what result.s might not accrue 
from such example as the panorama was un- 
folded to them? 

The dectjy uf physical power, emacia- 
tion, the irritable temper, the sallow com- 
plexion, the drawn and anxious look- 
the unsteadiness of the hands, the dya- 
pepsia, the capricious tippetite, the aver- 
sion to parental and other advice, the 
'tendency to seek lower companionsliip, 
could hardly fail to leave its impreas up- 
on such an audience. 

More especially in the nervous diathe- 
sis does this rapid decay make itself ap- 
parent and in varying degrees according 
to the amount of the indulgence. Physi- 
cians all Watch this process with pain and 
anxiety for those intrusted to their care. 
Indeed if my own profe.s.sional experience 
v,-ere to be my guide I could : declare the 
evil of cigarette smoking to be even great- 
er than that of alcohol.

There are two shop girls in fJrand 
street, near the East river, who between 
them purchase :ind ])uir ten packages a 
week-. A girl in a shop in Davidson street 
ia said to liave boasted that she can oui- 
amoke any cigarette smoker on the east 
side. 

Mr. Laflin s.iys he has for some years 
years past had his attention strongly di- 
rected to thi.s .subject as a profes.sor of 
athletic trahiing. He Iia.s noticed the 
havoc produced in the physical constitu- 
tions of youth by till! -smoking of cigar- 
ettes, and has endeavored to get a law 
passed by the New York legislature simi- 
lar to the New Jersey law passed last year 
which prohibita the sale of cigarettes or 
of tobacco to minors under sixteen yeara 
of age. A bill based upon this' law has 
this winter been intriidiiced in the >7ew 
Y'ork assembly by Mr. Clarke and Dr. 
Howard Crosby. Mr. Eldridge.T. Gerry, 
Professor Lailin, and others >re urging its 
passage. '

Having received an invitation froiii 
Mr. QDa-vasithe representative of ^Messrs. 
Barnum it Company, to witness the ile- 
barkation of the sacred elephant, which 
haf been obtained at very considerable 
trouble and still greater expense from 
the K'ng of Siam, 1 joined the party 
who were going to Liverpool to re- 
ceive the interesting stranger and con- 
vey liina to bis temporary resting place 
in the elephant house in the Zoological 
Gardens, Regent's park. The Tenas- 
serim arrivtjtl too lato to get her into' a 
secure [lositioii alongside to tdlow the 
.safe debarkation of the animal until 
Thursday moring, when one. side of the' 
huge square box which had been built 
up on tliB deck was knockcfl and sawed 
away, and the .ileijliaiit emerged from 
llio dark, warm don in which it h;ul 
been cribbed, cabined and conlincd for 
many weeks, into the open air. 

On going into tbe-box on the arrival 
of the vessel, I founi3 that every pre- 
caution had been observeil to jirovent 
the animal tnkinj,' cold. The door was 
immediately closed, audi found myself 
in aUnoat total darkness, .save from the 
light of a single lantern, in company 
with a dark Siamese indivdiual, wear- 
ing a white turban, and a very good 
sized elephant of the Indian spccie.s* 
The latter, to prevent any [)robnLility 
of il.s contracting broiichili.=! — a not im- 
probable contingency froni its recent e.x;- 
perience of the heat of the IJed se;i — 
was clo.sely enveloped in a warm white 
covering, wlucli prevented any view of 
the body; but the face iirpsented a very 
large pink "blaze," as it would bo ter- 
med in a horse; this extended from siile 
to side and down llio trunk. Tlie stiine 
l)ink hue, from the absence of ordinary 
pigment cells, was to be noticed on and 
behind the ear and down the side of tlie 
four legs. The remaiuder of 
the body, as far as I could ascertain, 
was an asliy gray, but its ]ireci.se hue 
will not be revealed until after i,t ha.s 
been thoroughly cleaned with soap aiul 
hot water — an Ojjeratiou which will be 
performed previous to the exhibition of 
the animal to 'the public on Saturday 
afternoon. The nails or hoofs, of there 
are live on each of the fore feet, ,aro 
u.sually white, and the tusk.s are v(>ry 
long ami exceedingly well developed, 
being but slightly worn at the tips. 

The animal is very quiet and docile. 
From the Tenasserim to the rnihvny 
cturiage, a distance of about, a quarter 
of 11 mils, it walked through the crow-d 
of dock laborers witliout the slightest 
feur or indcciaion, being guided by the 
Siamese driver, who sat on its neck and 
controlled it with the gi-eatest ease, 
and when it reached the vnn, leil it by 
the ear into itH traveling box, which il 
entered readely. — London Fiel.'i.
